INDEBTEDNESS
OF TOWNSHIP

SHOWN BY REPORT OF COMMIS.
SIONER QUINNAN.

Was Appointed by the Court to Find
Out How Much Lackawanna
Township Owes—Finds That the
Amount Is $40,45080—Continua-
tion of the Taking of Testimony in
the Dean-Winton Case—Mrs, Caro-
line Hudson Begins Proceedings to
Becure a Divorce.

Hon, John P. Quinnan yesterday filed
his second report with reference to the
Indebtedness of Lackawanna township.
In 180§, certaln interested pergons pe-
titloned the court to appoint a commis-

sloner to marshal the indebtedness of
the township, and Attorney Quinnan
was named to perform this duty.

He began the task on July 11, 1898,
and held a grent number of hearings,
at which he heard evidence concerning
the claims filed against the township.
A voluminous and exhaustive report
was filed, to which exceptions were
filed. Later, Judge Archbald set the
report aside, holding that the commis-
sioner had exceeder his powers In pass-
ing upon the question of the legality
of each claim,

The report filed yesterday Is prepared
in conformity with the opinion of Judge
Archbald., Like Its predecessor, it Is
very exhaustive and has entailed
months of the most patient and exact-
Ing worle on the part of Mr. Quinnan.
Each of hundreds of claims had to be
considered, and in the report given ils
proper place, with reference tn the
kind of a claim it Is. This work has
been thoroughly performed.

Hinre the proceedings to marshal the
township were begun, the borough of
Moosie was created out of the town-
ship, and part of it was also added to
the~ borough of Taylor, leaving 1the as-
gessed valuation of the township this
vear but $226,004, The commissioner
siays there is now ne money in the
township treasury to pay the indebted-
ness standing against it.

Mr. Quinnan finds that the total in-
debtedness of the borough at the date
when the Investigation of the indebted-
nesa hegan, July, 1888, with interest cal-
culated to Deec. 1, 1001, is $41,161.32. He
has, however, refused to allow claims
amounting to 370143, leaving the net
indehtedness at $40,400.89,

The total cost of the marshal is $5,-
416,70,

COMING CONVENTION
OF DIOCESAN UNION

Many Important Matters to Be Pre-
sented by Committec on Consti-
tutional Revision.

The annual convention of the C. T. A.
of U, of Scranton diocese will be held
in Father Mathew Opera house, Oly-
phant, commencing, Wednesday, Moy
21, Over 176 delegates will attend,
representing about eighty socletles
located between Hagzleton and Forest
City. The partlcular work of the con-
ventlon will be the consideration of a
chunge in the constitution,

The union is divided Into four dis-
trlets. The first embraces ail the
socletiesa north of the city line; the
second distriet, all the city of Scranton,
Dunmore and Minooka; the third dis-
triet, ull societles between Avoeca und
Nuntlcoke;: the fourth district, all be-
tween Nantlecoke and Hazleton,

At Lthe last convention held in Pine
Brook, a committee consisting of one
from each district was elected Lo re-
celve proposed amendments to the con-
stitution,

Bome proposed changes are: To
meet blennlully Instead of annually.
This does not meet with much favor,
nor the one to add one more vice presl-
dent. One to Increase the per capta
tax from 6 to 10 cents will more than
likely be adopted as the unlon de-
pends almost entirely upon the October
10 excursion fop its revenue,

The expense of the unlon per year
is about 3500 and the per capita tax
only amounts to between $150 and $160,
To meet this defclency, something will
have to be done as every year it be-
comes harder to make rates with the
rallrond companics,
